THE NORTH SIDE AS A SECOND CHOICE. 


SprinGrreLD, III., July 29.—[Special.]—The 
Legislature got down to business today and 
accomplished quite a good many bits of work. 
The Senate advanced the World's Fair bill to 
third reading after amending it in several mi- 
nor particulars. It also adopted the resolution 
for the constitutional amendment, but it was 

done by a scant two-thinds, with two — 
Thirty-six Senators went on reco 


against the issue of bonds at the élection when 
the constitutional amendment is submitted 
the same should not be issued. The resolu- 
tion as amended was then sent oyer to the 
House. 

Tonight it is suspended in midair. It failed 
10 get a constitutional majority. In fact, it 
only received seventy-six affirmative votes— 
one less than a majority and twenty-six less 
‘than the number necessary to bring the 
matter before the people. The House posted 
‘an amendment on it at the suggestion of Wells 
of Adams providing that no part of the rev- 
enue of the State should ever be used for the 
purpose of paying any part of the $5,000,000 
indebtedness. 


The House had been in session the greater 
part of the day, and when it was not in ses- 
sion the Committees on Judiciary, Judicial De- 
partment, and Agriculture met and discussed 
the resolution and the bill. Andy Lester, 
the pride of the Sangamon, presided 
at the | committee meetings, and 
wore a nice blue and white striped 
lawn tennis jacket. The joint committee, 
after a good deal of labor, made a favorable 


report on the resolution, with the Wells 


amendment, and reported the same to the 
House when it reconvened at 4 o’clock. Then 
the House, on motion of Buchanan of Cook, 
ordered the’ joint committee to report the 
Wogld’s Fair bill in the morning. 

The Battle Begun; 

The resolution was taken up and the battle 
royal began. This was the House resolution, 
the Charley Partridge at once moved that the 
Wells amendment be stripped from it. The 
farmers and pretty much everybody else would 
not listen to the proposition, ‘and numbers of 
them said they -never would vote 
for the resolution unless the ac 
tion of the committee was concurred in. 
Any number of speeches were made by such 
agriculturists as Farmer Dazey of Adams, 
Farmer Martin of White, Farmer Merritt of 
Marion, Farmer McElligott of Cook. Mr. 
Bryan, who was on the floor, told Mr. White- 
head that the directors would not make 
any. serious objection to the amendment 
anyway, and were satisfied with it, 
wheupon the House indorsed the action of the 
committee in that particular with but two or 
three votes in the negative. It was a pretty 
„hot“ House by this time. The p i 
in the committee had been quite lively, and 
amendments were offered and tabled 
with great and exasperating rapidity. A 
good many Democrats were warm ip 
the collar, and in company with some of 
the majority thought the Legislature was 
going altogether too fast. Any number of 
members had amendments they wanted to 
get before the House, and there were any 
number of little spats and argumente. Gov. 
Fifer was on the floor and in a quiet way 
urging his friends m the House to get 
through with the business before the session 
as speedily as possible and force an early 
adjournment. 

In the midst of the debate on the resolution 
ag it came from the committee the door- 
keeper announced a message from the Senate 
announcing the passage by that body of the 
resolution for the constitutional amendment. 
It took a second for the House to post- 
pone until tomorrow the  considera- 
tion of the resolution, and then John Meyer of 
Cook proceeded to get in his work. John 
Meyer is a West-Sider, and firm in the belief 
that his eonstituents did not fare well in mat- 
ters pertaining to the Columbian Exposition. 
A big delegation of his personal and political 
friends was on the floor, and prominent 
among them were C. G. K. Billings, Gen. 
Fitz-Simons, A. J. Stone, and A. F. Dore- 
mus. John saw that his time had come, and 
he was equal to the task before him.

The 
House was ill-tempered when adjournment 
came, and the members were out of patience 
with each other and themselves as well. 

The amended resolution will probably get 
through the House tomorrow er next day, and 
the Sense will not lose any time in concur- 
ring ih any reasonable amendments that may 
be made thereto. The World’s Fair bill will 
probably go through the Senate tomorrow 
morning. If so it will be pushed into 
second reading in the House at once, 
thus -uperseding the House bill. It is in 
the plan to close up this session by Saturday, 
and this result may be expected unless the un- 
foreseen happens. There exists in the minds 
of many of the country members deep- 
séated fear lest at some time or other 
the State will be ealled upon to pay some 
portion of the indebtedness of $5,000,000 con- 
templated by the amendment. Many of them 
are not even satisfied with the Wells amend- 
ment, and wish they could devise something 
more stringent. The bare mention of the word 
taxation is quite sufficient to set them on net- 
tles. 

The House this morning passed a resolution 
declaring that the Legislature had nothing to 
do with the site at all. The snarl or complica- 
tion over the resolution will be straightened 
out in less than forty-eight hours, and this will 
give plenty of time for the publication, etc., 
made necessary by the Cénstitution. After 
this is out of the way the directors will bend 
their energies toward the passage of the 
bill. 


MISTAKE OF THE WEST-SIDERS. 


In Fighting Jackson Park They Have Com- 
' pletely Ruined Their Own Chances. 
SprincFretp, III., July 29.—[ Special.] — The 

West-Siders have overlooked a bet; they have 

overlooked the North Side, and in so doing 

have made a grievous mistake. The North 

Side is in the game, and if the site question is 

opened again it stands a better show than the 

West Side. The latter has been making 

enemies while the former has been making 

friends. The West-Siders have been making 
themselves obnoxious by their obstruction 
tactics, and yet have not profited by them 
any more than the North-Siders. Every 
attack, and there have been many, that the 

West-Siders have made on the Board of 

Directors has made that body more favorable 

to the North Side, should there come a ques- 

tion of preference between the two. And it 
will come if the West-Siders win their fight. 

If they do not the North-Siders will 

keep quiet and proceed to help out in 

the legislation planned, They have no inten- 
tion of interfering unless the site matter 
comes up again. But if it does look out for 
them, for they have been working quietly. 
They have their hands on all the ropes and 
will know which ones.to pull when the time 
comes. 

The scheme is this; Let the West Side 
incur all the enmity that will come with a de- 
feat of the board’s plans and then swing the 
Jackson Park end of the Fair around, not to 
Garfield Park, but clear past it to the 
North Shore site near Graceland Cem- 
etery, and it can be done _ with- 
out question. The board has already been 
gotten to a point where it looks with favor on 
the north shore site in case Jackson Park can- 
not be secured. It has entered into no scheme, 
but it may be safely said that its members 
almost to aman would swing one end of 
the Fair to the north shore site in- 
stead of Garfield Park in case Jackson Park 
be defeated in the Legislature. “You would 
be surprised, said a director, to, know how 
the North Side site has grown in favor in the 
board since it has been known that a strong 
fight was to be made against Jackson Park.“ 

To Kill Jackson Park. 

That is what the West-Siders have over- 
looked. Their fight all along has been to kill 
Jackson Park. Chris Mamer admitted that 
other objections raised were really only a cloak 
for that. They raised their objection to the 
constitutional amendment to show their power 
and to assist in forcing concessions on the bill, 
which will be taken up later. On that they 
wish to defeat the portion giving the South 
Park Commissioners power to give Jackson 
Park for World’s Fair purposes. The West 
Side people have talked themselves hoarse on 
the subject of the public interests; 
the North Side people have said 
nothing. tatives and Senators 
from the West Side have complained of not 
having a fair show. MacMillan has kicked, 
Meyer has kicked, etc., etc. The North Side 
Senators and Representatives have made no 
kicks. Senator Thomas has talked some, but 
has made no kicks. Capt. Farrel, who carries 
the votes with him, has been extremely quiet. 
So have all the other North-Siders. 

Hence the West-Siders have made up their 
minds that if Jackson Park is defeated that 
portion of the Fair will go to the West Side. 
But silence does not always mean consent ; it 
sometimes means quiet, telling work, and in 
this instance the North-Siders have prepared to 
profit by the kicks of the West-Siders. 
They will take no part in the fight to defeat 
Jackson Park, but if that. be defeated they 
will come forward with a rush and swing that 
end of the Fair by Garfield Park so fast that 
the West Side will never know that it was in 
the game. The directors will be 
in with it, too, for they would 
be less than human if they did not 
take exceptions to the course the West-Siders 
have pursued. They can give reasons for it 
also. National Commission was openly 
in favor of a site on the lake shore. It was on 
account of this that Garfield Park, which 
was first considered, had to be aban- 
doned and Jackson Park gubsti- 
tuted when the dual site was to 
come before the commission. The same ar- 

t could be used again as between Gar- 
field Park and the North-Shore site, and would 
afford an excellent reason for taking it to the 

North Shore. In fact, one of the main argu- 

ments for a dual site before the commission 

was water transportation between the two 
portions of the site that would still be pre- 
served if it went to the North Shore, but not 
if it went to Garfield Park. Attention has 
quietly been called to this fact.

ENGLEWOOD DECIDES TO STAND BY 
HYDE PARK IN THE SALOON FIGHT. 


A Rousing Meeting, at Which Money Is 
Subscribed, Resolutions Adopted, and 
Vice-Presidents and a Conference Com- 
mittee Appointed—Speakers Declare fh 
Favor of the Maintenance of the Prohi- 
bition District— Measures of Resistance to 
the Liquor Interest Agreed On. 

The good citizens of Englewood turned out 
in force last night at the mass-meeting to pro- 
test against the inroad of the saloon within 
the prohibition district, The meeting was 
held in Arcade Hall, on Wentworth avenue. 
The large room was well filled, nearly 1,000 
persons being present. H. W. K. Cutter pre- 
sided. The object of the meeting. he 
explained to be to offer financial 
and moral support to the people 
of Hyde park in resisting the mandamus 
proceedings to compel the Mayor to issue a 
saloon license. It had been one of the chief 
boasts of this suburb that it was free from sa- 
loons. Dr. Tayler, the first speaker, said the 
people had met to protect property 
and home. He was satisfied that 
every one present desired to have 
the prohibitory districts remain unchanged 
and had learned the value of having such 
limits maintained: It was understood that 
the entire brewing interest of the city was 
back of the persons who desired licenses. 
The brewers had in view the millions 
of people who would visit the World’s Fair 
and expected to profit by them. The pros- 
pect of making untold millions out of this 
trade would make the brewers give up the 
fight only at thelast ditch. The Hyde Park 
mandamus was a matter of vital interest to 
Englewood, for if a mandamus was granted 
it would be a deadly blow to all prohibition 
districts. Applications for licenses would be- 
gin to peurin and every corner and street 
would have its saloons. 

Englewood was conveniently near to the 
city for establishing. beer gardens. This 
was shown by the fact that one 
was located only a short distance outside of 
the prohibited district. To fight the man- 
damus was only toexercise common prudence, 


All sectarian views, cowardice, and apathy - 


should be laid aside and all persons should 
join in fighting the common enemy. 
Should Assist the Law Department, 

The only thing to be done was to hire an at- 
torney to assist the City Law Department in 
fighting the mandamus. There was no com- 
plaint that the Law Department was not do- 
ing its duty, but the World’s Fair and other 
business had occupied so much of the time of 
the Corporation Counsel that he has not been 
able to give the case as much attention as the 
interests of the people of Hyde Park and 
Englewood demanded. If the case were prop- 
erly presented on behalf of the people of these 
suburbs they would in all probability be able 
to defeat the mandamus in the lower court 
and come out ahead even if the case should be 
taken to the Appellate and Supreme Courts. 

A list of 100 Vice-Presidents was read by 
the Chairman and all were unanimously 
elected. The list included the most promi- 
nent citizens of the suburb. 

A communication was read from the Rev. 
Myron W. Haynes, pastor of the Baptist 
church, conveying a greeting from a business 
meeting of the society, at which resolutions of 
sympathy with this meeting were adopted. 
The letter elicited applause. 

Cards were passed round the room to afford 
those present an opportunity to subscribe to 
the fund to be used in fighting the Morrison 
or any other mandamus proceeding that may 
be instituted. Over $800 was pledged. Of 
this sum 25 per centis payable on demand; 
the remainder when needed. 

The Resolutions, 

The following resolutions were unanimously 
adopted : 

Wuerenas, After long experience of the opera- 
tion of local prohibition in our community, dur- 
ing which we have grown with amazing rapidity 
in population, wealth, and social and religious 
culture, we are satisfied that the ordinance de- 
fining, setting aside, and protecting our prohib- 
itory district has been highly conducive to our 
well-being as a people; and 

WaHereas, The attempt now made to 
abolish the prohibitory district in Hyde Park by 
mandamus proceedings clearly involves the integ- 
rity of our own prohibitory district also, and 
therein seriously threatens the moral and ma- 
terial interests of our community; and 

Wueereas, The situation is one of such gravity 
that it calls upon allof our citizens to unitedly 
resist this attempt to invade our prohibitory dis- 
trict and to labor together in securing our lawful 
and just rights in the premises; therefore, 

Resolved, That we indignantly protest against 
the attempt to subordinate the interests of our 
large community to those of a few liquor-sellers 
as unlawful, unjust, and oppressive, and in 
flagrant violation of the many guarantees tend- 
ered us at the time of annexation. 

Resolved, That we respectfully solicit the city 
newspapers which were so influential in persuad- 
ing us to accept annexation to now manifest their 
good faith by aiding us in organizing an effectual 
defense. 

Resolved, That as citizens, mutually interested 
and responsible, we pledge to each other 
our honor that we will unitedly oppose 
all attacks upon our prohibitory district by 
whomsoever made; and that, in this matter, 
laying aside all partisan and sectarian interest, 
we will, according to the ability of each of us, con- 
tribute freely and promptly our money, time, and 
influence in making all lawful resistance to such 
attack. 

Resolved, That in the pending mandamus pro- 
ceedings we extend to the citizens of Hyde Park, 
who are engaged in the defense of their prohib- 
itory territory, our hearty sympathy, assuring 
them that we will aid them in their work, recog- 
nizing their cause as our own, and that we will ac- 
cept their invitation to unite with them in devis- 
ing measures for a common resistance to said 
mandamus proceedings. 

Resolved, That a copy of the foregoing pream- 
ble and resolutions be forwarded to our Hyde 
Park friends and one also to each of the city 
newspapers. f 0

Salvador has said it would accept no arbi- 
tration, as Guatemala provoked the war. 

Wasuineton, D. C., July 29.—[Special.]— 
The Department of State ‘s still without ad- 
vices from Mr. Mizer, the United States Min- 
ister resident at Guatemala. There is much 
dissatisfaction at the department at this con- 
dition of affairs, and our Minister to Mexico, 
Mr. Ryan, has beén instructed to investigate 
this peculiar state of affairs. 

From communicationg received from Mr. 
Ryan the department is made aware that the 
Guatemalan Minister at Mexico, Sefior Man- 
uel Dieguez, is in constant communication 
with the Guatemalan Secretary of Foreign 
Affairs, and it sees no reason why the same 
means of communication should not exist be- 
tween Minister Ryan at Mexico and Minister 
Mizner at Guatemala. 

Kansas Crrr, Mo., July 29.—A New York 
dispatch states that an ex-Colonel of the Sev- 
enth Missouri Infantry has offered to the Re- 
public of Guatemala to raise and equip 3,000 
recruits within two weeks if $30,000 be placed 
in the bank in New York to the credit of 
trustees and be held as guaranty. Two ex- 
officers of the Seventh Missouri Infantry live 
here. One of them is Capt. Thomas H. 
Phelan. When asked if he had made the 
offer to recruit 3,000 men for the Central 
American. Republic, Capt. Phelan said that 


the persons connected with the matter were 


now in the city, but he would give no informa- 
tion concerning them. 

He said that in a few days he would be at 
liberty to make public some correspondence 
on the matter. The Captain declined to say 
whether he was connected with the matter in 
any way. 


SECURED BY THE WISCONSIN CENTRAL. 


A Twenty-five-Year Lease Obtained on the 
Minneapolis Stock-Yards Belt Line. 

Mriynzapouis, Minn., July 29.—[Special,]— 
The Wisconsin Central railway company has 
secured a lease for twenty-five years of the 
Stock-Yards belt line track running from St. 
Anthony Park and the Minnesota Transfer to 
a point connecting with the Norther Pacific 
and-Great Northern railroads north of Fridley. 
The lease. of the Belt Line to the Wisconsin 
Central was made after negotiations extending 
over a period of several weeks. The Canadian 
Pacific, through the Soo, was anxious to 
secure a lease of the Belt Line property, now 
recognized by the railroatis as one of the 
most valuable track properties of its kind in 
the Northwest. and with the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral was a close competitor for the property. 

The Northern Pacific and Canadian Pacific 
roads have each purchased $100,000 of the 
stock of the Minneapolis Stock-Yards com- 
pany through prominent officials identified 
with the roads. The name of the Minne- 
apolis will be substituted by the directors

A Message Sent to Congress Calling Atten- 
ton to the Evil and the Necessity for 
Legislation to Prevent the Use of the 
United States Mails—Postal Clerks in the 
Pay of the Louisiana Gamblers—Urging 
Congress to Do Something.

To the Senate and House of Representatives : 
The recent attempt to secure a charter from the 
State of North — : 


people of all the States are debauched and de- 
frauded. 

The vast sums of money offered to the States 
for charters are drawn from the people of the 
United States and the General Government 
through its mail system is made the effective 
and profitable medium of intercourse between 
the lottery company and its victims: The use of 
the mails is quite as essential to the companies as 
the State license. It would be practically impos- 
sible for these companies to exist if the public 
mails were once effectually closed against their 
advertisements and remittances. The use of the 
mails by these companies is a prostitution of an 
agency only intended to serve the) purposes of 
legitimate trade and a decent social intercourse. 
It is not necessary, I am sure, for me to attempt 
to portray the robbery of the poor and the wide 
spread corruption of public and private morals 
which are the necessary incidents of ‘these lottery 
schemes. 

The National Capital has become a sub-head- 
quarters of the Louisiana Lottery company, and 
its numerous agents and attorneys are conducting 
here a business involving probably a larger use of 
the mails than that of any legitimate business en- 
terprise in the District of Columbia. There seems 
to be good reason to believe that the corrupting 
touch of these agents has been felt by the clerks 
in the postal service and by some of the police 
officers of the District. Severe and effective legis- 
lation should be promptly enacted to enable the 
Post-Office Department to purge the mails of all 
letters, newspapers, and circulars relating to the 
business. . 

The letter of the Postmaster-General, which I 
transmit herewith, points out the ihaédequacy of 
the existing statutes and suggests legis- 

would be effective, It may 
also be necessary so to regulate the carry- 
ing of letters by the express companies as to pre- 
vent the use of those agencies to maintain com- 
munication between the lottery companies and 
their agents or customers in other cities. It does 
not seem possible that there can be any division of 
sentiment as to the propriety of closing the mails 
against these companies, and I therefore venture 
to express the hope that such proper powers as are 
necessary to that end will be given to the Post-

parties are. The company consists of Nelson 
Morris, George F. Swift, P. D. Armour of 
Chicago, George W. Simpson, President of 
the George H. Hammond Packing company 
of Chicago and South Omaha, Cudahy, part- 
ner of Armour, and S. W. Allerton & Co., all 
of whom have large interests in Chicago, 
Omaha, and Kansas City, and Herman 
Kountze of Kountze Bros, the New York, 
Omaha and Denver bankers, also John A. 
Creighton, a capitalist who has large stock- 
yards in South Omaha, and N. Merriman, the 
Nebraska elevator man. Besides these there 
are many California and New York men. 

„We have about 8,500 acres of land in one 
body,“ continued Mr. Iler, and we expect 
to make very extensive improvements, possibly 
at an expenditure of a couple of millions of 
dollars. We will be prepared to receive stock 
of all kinds. Our location is a good one, not 
only for ourselves, but for San Fran- 
cisco. We expect to run refrigerator 
cars and deliver meats at long distances and 
will not expect to confine our operations to 
the Pacific coast, but will reach out for the 
island trade and the Ori and Australian 
business. We will start a bank, so that stock- 
men can get their cash on delivery of their 


goods to us. We will have our own. electric | 


plant, steamers, branch railroads, wharves, 
and water-works. The buildings will be: com- 
pleted and butchers, stock-yand men, and 
canners at work by next January or February,

“if the Chicago underwriters of these se- 
curities are suddenly called on to put up some- 
thing like $3,000,000 in cash, it may become a 
serious factor in the local money situation, 
said a member of the Stock Exchange yester- 
day. “This underwriting: may have been 
done by some people who really wished the 
securities asan investment, but there is no 
doubt that most of them were only thinking 
of a quick profit without any ‘risk. If such 
men must now unexpectedly tind some way to 
raise the money to pay for the blocks of securi- 
ties they have underwritten, it may be aserious 
matter. The arrangement, I understand, was 
such that the Chicago subscription was quite 
distinct from that in the other cities.. No 
matter if Boston subscribed for nearly all 
that was offered there, that subscription will 
not be distributed over the whole capitaliza- 
tion, but will be allotted only out of the pro- 
portion that Boston underwrote. So if the 
Chicago subscription amounts, as I am in- 
formed, to only $500,000, the remaining $3,000,- 
000 of the $3,500,000 underwritten here will be 
divided among the underwriters, without re- 
gard to the subscriptions elsewhere. The 
underwriting was largely done by people hold- 
ing stocks. If they have to raise $3,000,000 
there may be a throwing over of other stocks 
to get the money—a movement which just 
now would have an important effect on prices. 
They certainly cannot raise the money by bor- 
rowing from the banks on the securities they 
have underwritten.” 

This last proposition was put to a number of 
bankers. Without exception they -said they 
would lend nothing on the preferred and 
common stock, though they looked with 
more favor on the bonds. It is, of course, 
hardly a fair test of a security’s value to at- 
tempt to borrow money on it before it has 
any established standing and regular quota- 
tions on any exchange. It is as most of the 
bankers said—they can loan all they have on 
securities that they know the market price of, 
and because they would refuse to loan a do 
lar on these new securities it did not follow 
that they considered them valueless.

Tum principal argument in favor of a 
National Bankruptcy bill is found in the fact 
may provide they cannot release the honest 
but unfortunate debtor from the full burden 
ot his obligations and put him on his feet 
_ gain. Men who are unfértunate in business 
‘end who give up all their property to their 
creditors are often left with a cleud of debt that 
prevents them getting a start agen, and the 
community is deprived of the benefits of their 
@ases is to “ impair the obligation” of the 
debtor’s contracts, and that is something the 
State cannot do. Moreover, transactions 
that are inter-State in character can be reached 
only by a National bankruptcy system. 
Sooner or later there must be a permanent 
‘and uniform system of bankruptcy provided 
for the United States. This is the only great 
commercial country that lacks such a system. 


Prom our faraway Western possessions, 
“where rolls the mighty Oregon,” comes a 
wail over the injustice and incorrectness of 
the census. The Oregonian, published at 
Portland, says that the census of the State is 
a bad job, and the more our people learn 
“ about it the more firmly will they be con- 
“ viriced that the badness of the job is in no 
“danger of being overstated.”” In 1880 the 
population of the State was 174,768. The total 
vote im June last was 73,400. At the ratio of 
4.68 to 1 it argues that the present population 
_ phould be 339,342, whereas the census enumer- 
ators concede only 264,242. This result it at-

In seek- 
ing freer trade with “ the countries south of 
us the United States has everything to gain 
and will not expose itself to the competition of 
cheap labor or capital in manufacturing in- 
dustries as would be the case if trade reciproc- 
ity should be extended to Europe. 


Waer Gen. Palmer ran for Governor in 
1888 about 3,000 Democratic Prohibitionists 
cut their own Gubernatorial candidate and 
voted for the Democratic nominee, thus swell- 
ing his vote disproportionately as compared 
with that given his associates on the ticket.

BLAINE AND THE COMMITTEE. 

The McKinley members of the Ways and 
Means Committee have been smoked out at 
last. The growing feeling in the Senate and 
the country in favor of Mr. Blaine’s reciproo- 
ity policy and the publication of the fact that 
he explained his views to the committee early 
in February, and that there was, therefore, no 
excuse for throwing away the revenue from 
the sugar duties, have made it necessary for 
the committeemen to say something in their 
defense. Hence their malicious, evasive, and 
untruthful rejoinder printed in the Washing-

IMPERTINENT BREAD BAKERS. 

To an outside observer the baking of bread 
would seem to be a quiet, peaceful sort of 
occupation and one calculated to encourage 
good feeling and modesty of deportment, but 
the ultimatum presented by the English-speak- 
ing members of the union to their employers 
outdoes anything Stock-Yard employés, 
hod carriers, or stone cutters ever have 
formulated in audacity and impertinence, 
The bakers have submitted the following ex- 
traordinary list of demands: 

1. That only union men shall be given employ- 
ment. a 

2. That employers shall not board employés. 

3. That employés shall be required to work no 
more than ten hours a day and shall work only 
six days a week. 

8 That bakers shall not be required to unload 
ur. 

5. That all extra help required must be obtained 
from the employment office of Unions Nos. 49 
and 1. 

6. That extra hands shall be paid not less than 
$3 for a single night’s work. 

1. That the walking delegate of the unions shall 
be permitted to enter any shop at any time. 

8. That the agreement with the unions shall be 
placed in every shop where it can be seen by 
every employé. 

In reply, as might have been expected, the 


employers have declined to accept the condir 
tions, which propose an unwarrantable and in- 
solent interference with their business. Three 
of these demands are of such an aggravated 
character that no employer could concede 
them and retain his self-respect, much less 
the management of his business. 

The fifth demands that all extra help must 
be obtained from the employment office of 
Unions Nos. 49 and 1. The employers will be 
sustained by public sentiment in their declara- 
tion that rather than do that they will quit the 
business. The employment office of these 
unions is at Greif’s Hall, No. 54 West Lake 
street. Greif’s Hall is too unsavory a place, 
its associations with Anarchists are too close 
and pestiferous for any self-respecting person 
to go there for his help, which he has the 
right to engage in his own place of business, 
No good can come out of Greif’s Hall. 

The seventh item demands that the walking 
delegate of the unions shall be permitted to 
enter any shop at any time. To whom does 
the shop belong? To the lazy, mischief- 
making walking delegate ’’ or to the em- 
ployer? .. Must a business-man be obliged 
without notification, to give free access to in- 
termeddlers who have no rights on the prem- 
ises and whose only purpose is to foment dis- 
content and strikes? 

The last item provides that the agreement 
with the unions shall be placed in every shop 
where it can be seen by every employé. In 
other words, in case an employer concedes 
these impertinent demands, then he must be 
forced to endure the mortification of posting 
up publicly his concession and advertising his 
humiliating position 

Why do not these striking bakers go a step 
further? Why stop short with these demands? 
It would be no more illogical or impertinent 
to stipulate how much bread shall be baked, 
what the baker shall charge for his loaves, 
what kind. of a horse he shall use, at what 
hours of the day he shall have the right to 
enter his own premises, or what class ef cus- 
tomers shall be allowed to purchase bread. 
In a word, why do they not condense all their 
demands in the one explicit declaration that 
they shall be at liberty to run the business to 
suit themselves. it would not be more im- 
pertinent or impracticable than the demands 
they have formulated as the condition upon 
which employers may be allowed to enjoy 
their valuable services. 


INFAMOUS CONDUCT OF THE POLICE. 

The most glaringly disreputable act of 
which the City Administration has been guilty 
is its open siding with the down-town pool- 
rooms in the war now going on between them 
and the bookmakers at the West Side track. 
The law which makes pool-selling illegal has 
a vicious provision that it shall not apply to 
pools sold at race tracks on races run there. 
Races are being run at the West Side track 
and certain men have bought of the manage- 
ment the right to sell pools there. Their busi- 
ness is interfered with by the down-town pool- 
rooms, kept open in defiance of law. The 
man in charge of the West Side races has 
hired a detective agency and some consta- 
bles and is arresting the down-town people. 
They have hired an ageney and some consta- 
bles and are raiding the pool-sellers at the 
track on the ground that they sell pools on 
outside races, and the down-town gamblers 
have the active and energetic assistance of the 
city police. 

The feelings of a decent man on seeing such 
a fight prompt him to say, Go it, man; go it, 
bear.“ He would be only too glad if, like the 
Kilkenny cats, they would eat one another up. 
That is the way Tun Tarsus feels. It has no 
sympathy with the pool-sellers at either place, 
and wishes they were all lodged in jail or some 
other safe spot. It therefore is quite as 
much disgusted as the public in general when 
it sees the police force of the city detailed for 
duty to help one of these factions pull down 
the other, not because there is any choice be- 
tween them, for they are equally vicious, but

THE WEST SIDE MALCONTENTS, 

The joker in the West Side anti-Fair move- 
ment has at last been found, The real ob- 
jects and motives of the patriotic, self-sacri- 
ficing Eleventh and Twelfth Warders, who 
said they were working only to get representa- 
tion for their division in the Board of Direct- 
ors and to save their people from oppressive 
taxation, have become known. These ardent 
workers turn out to be not “patriots” but 
persons with a keen eye to the main chance, 
who are striving by finesse, to have the Fair 
held at or near Garfield Park, that their per- 
sonal convenience may be consulted and their 
property enhanced in value. They are working 
for themselves instead of the general welfare, 
and are willing to run the risk of smashing 
the Fair rather than lose the chance of boom- 
ing their real estate. 

They have seen the foolish speculation going 
on around Jackson Park, which is not justified 
by the fact that the Fair will be held there, for 
its presence will not be a lasting benefit to 
property, and they want the same kind of 
speculation in their part of the city. Hence 
this string of amendments, one after another, 
the object of which is to force the Fair over 
on the West Side, where the stockholders and 
the National Commission do not want it to go. 
Hence this pretended fear that the people of 
moderate means” on the West Side will be 
crushed out by taxation if the city gives five 
millions. If it does, the interest tax will not 
exceed $200,000 a year. Of that the great 
West Side will pay $56,000, or scarcely more 
than one-quarter of the whole tax and about 
10 cents per capita for the town. This cannot 
be called crushing taxation. 

The first demand of these speculative West- 
Siders was that the city should vote separately 
on the constitutional amendment. That they 
were not serious in making it is shown by the 
fact that when it appears likely the request 
will be granted they come forward with others, 
such as the demand that the city must have 
directors; that it must not advance a cent 
till ten millions has been raised by private 
subscriptions; that it must get all its money 
back, whether the stockholders get anything 
or not, etc. Nearly every vexatious proposi- 
tion which has been mooted at Springfield has 
come from the West Side speculators. As the 
site they favored could not win on its merits 
they propose it shall win by cunning. 

Such conduct is not worthy of those en- 
gaged in the movement, some of whom are 
very estimable men. Those who practice it 
have in this matter not exhibited a broad local 
patriotism. They have not shown sufficient 
regard for the city asawhole. They think 
too much of ‘their own acres and their own 
hopes of profit. They are more deserving of 
censure than those wealthy men who will not 
subscribe for the Fair, though it is raising the 
value of their property. Por the latter, while 
too mean to help a great enterprise, are not so 
lacking in public spirit as to fight it on sec- 
tional grounds. The Eleventh and Twelfth 
Warders engaged in this movement are not 
representing fairly the West Side as a whole. 
The West Side has not authorized them to 
speak for it. They have met only in private 
offices and considered the Fair from the point 
of view of the narrowest personal interests. 

The members of the Legislature should un- 
derstand that those West-Siders who are at 
Springfield pulling long faces and professing 
to have no wish but to help the Fair and pro- 
tect the interests of the city are speaking two 
words for themselves to one for the Fair. 
They are thinking of their corner lots and sub- 
divisions more than they are considering the 
World's Columbian Exposition.” 


BANKRUPTCY LEGISLATION. 

It is charged that wholesale merchants in the 
larger cities are the only persons interested in 
the adoption of the Torrey Bankruptcy bill 
which passed the House last week and is now 
pending in the Senate. Undoubtedly mer- 
chants who have large dealings and who do 
business in a number of States are in a situa- 
tion to appreciate and understand the advan- 
tage of uniform laws for the collection of 
debts, and any interest they takein the Tor- 
rey bill must be owing to a desire for uni- 
formity rather than a belief that the measure 
is particularly favorable to the creditor class. 
Many wholesale merchants do not care 80 
much what the laws are on the subject of 
bankruptcy as that they shall be the same 
throughout the Union. At present forty-four 
systems may prevail in the United States, 
and each must be imperfect and ill-adjusted, 
since the States are forbidden to “ impair 
the obligation of contracts, which is the very 
thing necessary for the relief of a bankrupt 
debtor. 

Bankruptcy legislation favorable to debtors 
must come from Congress, not from the 
States. While Congress has had ill success in 
enacting bankruptcy acts heretofore, and the 
measures it has adopted were short-lived, 
nearly all of them had as their chief object 
the release of the debtor from his obligation. 
The act of 1867 was intended for the relief of 
unfortunate merchants and dealers who were 
made bankrupts in the commercial disasters 
growing out of the Civil War, but instead of 
being of a temporary character and for a 
passing purpose the measure remained in 
force until 1878, and was repealed then on ac- 
count of the cost of its administration and 
the immunity it afforded dishonest bankrupts. 
These features alone, brought odium on the 
law, and they are remembered so well that 
any bill which would reénact them would en- 
counter strenuous opposition from all parts of 
the country. 

The Torrey bill provides the same general 
system as the act of 1967, modified with a 
view to reduce the cost of its administration 
and also to prevent the abuse of the bank- 
ruptcy privilege by swindlers. The bill aims 
to secure the estate of adebtor for hig cred- 
itors rather than the lawyers and bankruptcy 
officials, and it provides heavy penalties to 
deter rascals, who, after getting property into 
their possession, resort to bankruptcy laws to 
avoid paying forit. This measure aims to

Great precautions are 
taken to insure order at the polls, Admission 
to the booths is by tickets issued to voters five 
days before the date of the polling. Mr. H. 
M. Moore, an English resident of Japan, de- 
scribes the other proceedings in the New Re- 
view for July as follows: 

Each elector, after having gained admittance to 
the booth, gives his name to the presiding official, 
the head man of the district, with whom are asso- 
ciated not less than two and not more than five 
witnesses, nominated by the head man three days 
previously. The head man, having compared 
the name with the electoral list, hands a 
voting paper to the elector, who is required to in- 
scribe thereon the nameof the person he votes 
for, together with his own name and residence, 
and to affix his stamp. The voting paper is then 
placed in the ballot-box, a receptacle having two 
lids, each fitted with a different key, one key be- 
ing in the custody of the head man, the other in 
that. of the witness. The polling being over, 
the ballot-box is shut, and the next day is for- 
warded, in charge of one or more witnesses, to the 
district office of the place of voting. There it is 
opened by the Chairman of Election, with whom 
is associated a committee of not less than three 
nor more than seven persons chosen from among 
the witnesses assembled from the different voting 
places. The Chairmen, like the superintending 
officers at the various voting booths, are local offi- 
cials. Not until the names of the persons returned 
are communicated by the Chairman to the Gov- 
ernor or Prefect do the officials of the central 
Government begin to have any connection with 
the election. 

In the elections just concluded three par- 
ties contended for the supremacy—the Jiyu- 
to or Radicals, the Kashin-to or Moderates, 
and Hoshu-to or Conservatives. All have a 
program of reform. The Radicals, through 
whose . exertions the elections have been 
brought about, are the most advanced, but all 
parties agree that there ought to be a curtail- 
ment of public expenses, a reduction of the 
land tax, an extension of local self-govern- 
ment, a reconstruction of the judiciary, the 
establishment of a responsible cabinet, and a 
declaration in favor of freedom of speech and 
of public meeting. The Radicals go further 
and demand the following reforms in addi- 
tion: 

1. Creation of an administrative court, with au- 
thority to inflict penalties on officials by whose 
errors the public interests have suffered. 

2. Conclusion of treaties on equal terms with 
foreign States. 

3. Introduction of the system of trial by jury. 

4. Reform of the educational system and exten- 
sion of education. 

5. Abolition of the retired list for officials.

If there had 
been a strong probabilty that such a bill 
would pass the Senate and members of the 


full responsibilty for their votes the radical 
measure hardly could have gotten through. 
As it was, however, cowardly Congressmen, 
believing that the Senate would prevent the 
passage of the dangerous bill, voted for it in 
order to make a record to use in the fall cam- 
paign and prove themselves in favor of local 
monopolies and disposed to throttle inter- 
State commerce. 

There seems no reason to doubt that the 
bill giving the States power to exclude or tax 
liquor in original packages would have gone 
through the House as well as the Senate if a 
square vote could have been taken on it. The 
enemies of the anti-liquor bill could not have 
loaded it down with the measure permitting 
the States to exclude all products if they had 
not received the codperation of members who 
voted for the extreme bill, hoping and firmly 
believing it would be killed in the Senate. 
These insincere and dishonest votes have 
clouded the whole question with uncertainty, 
when the original bill might have been adopted 
easily, If the bill should fail to get through 
the Senate in any form and constituencies 
want to know who caused its defeat they 
should look to the men who insisted on sub- 
stituting for the Senate anti-liquor bill the 
House measure which makes the rule of ex- 
clusion apply to products of all kinds. 


A pispatcs in yesterday’s papers said that 
the New England cotton mill men would close 
their factories for two weeks to relieve the 
overstocked market.

The American 
manufacturer gets his raw cotton so much 
cheaper than the Lancashire mill men that he 
can pay much higher wages than they do and 
yet sell goods at a lower price. It is far better 


cotton into cloth and exchange it direct for 
the coffee, sugar, hides, and other products of 
Latin-American countries than it is to send 
that cotton to England to a manufacturer 
there, who afterwards ships it to South Amer- 
ica as cloth, the making of winch has given 
employment to English labor and a profit to 
English capital. Meanwhile the United States 
buys its coffee, ete., with gold, and thus keeps 
up a constant drain on the stock of specie. 
Let Mr. Blaine have his way and there will 
be no surpluses in the granaries of Western 
farmers or the warehouses of New England 
cotton spinners. The farmer will thrive and 
the artisan will not have to take a compulsory 
rest.

New York Sun; The German saloonkeeper 
in Germany is the jolliest, roundest, and most 
obsequious man in the world. Prohibitionists 
do not bother him. Clergymen do not preach 
against him. Salvation armies do not lay 
siege to his place. Temperance lecturers 
do not shout at him. Wives do not 
accuse him of getting their husbands 
inebriated, and mothers do not call 
him to account for selling their boys beer. He 
is an institution of the German Empire, and 
within his sphere has rights as sacred as those 
of the Hohenzollerns themselves. He is as

keeper, who, ike most Germans, is honey in 
the comb as long as he is well treated. 

The good treatment he gets inspires him 
with an ambition to keep a model —— He 
has the hardwood floor polished till it is 
smooth and clean as glass. He scours every 
speck from the heavy oak tables that fill his 
rooms, He adorns the walls with classical 
quotations from the German authors, and or- 
naments the shelves with long rows of drink- 
ing cups with burnished covers. If he is ex- 
ceptionally ambitious he has a scene painter 
depict the modest doings of Homeric heroes 
aud beroines on the ceiling and a chapter or 
two from Faust on the end walls.

Up More Than the Usual Amount of 

Filth—Special Mention of a Few of the 

Offenders—Mr. Fiske Says the Nuisance 

Can Be Abated by Careful Firing—Court 

Cases. 

A Londoner walking the streets of the 
world’s metropolis twitted a Peruvian com- 
panion with the fact that his ancestors were 


very old, but to the Peruvian's 
mot no Chicagoan could have answer. 
The city is still smoke-ctowned, and save in 


will one or two instances the chimneys against 


which complaint has been lodged are as vile 
in their output asever. Wabash avenue yes- 
terday, from its foot clear up-to the residence 
portion, was a scene of darkness. The smoke 
whirled through the thoroughfare, carrying 
with it stinging particles of coal-dust. State 
street was as bad and Dearborn street was 
worse. The Edison on Adams street 
late in the afternooh vomited in a way that 
put to shame its past record. Its vileness 
spread over acres of streets and buildings and 
disappeared only when the wind was cut off 
by some tall structure, and the black com- 


pound fell of its own weight to the earth. The . 


wind was from the south, and some of the 
big factories in the thinly-settled sections sent 
their unconsumed coal and gases into the 
city’s heart. The Chicago sugar refinery on 
West Taylor street was a gross offender. 
Fifth avenue in its southern part is the home 
of*dirt at all times. Sawdust from the plan- 
ing-mills, soot from scores of chimneys, and 
the unconsumed offerings of a multitude 


of locomotives mingle together and 
burden man's. son and life. 
The reflnery's imney, overtopping 


all this nastihess, blows its smoke with no 
bated breath into the air at a point where, —4 
the aid of the wind, it soon joins forces wi 
neighboring nastiness. 

A. H. Revell’s chimney, Polk street and 
Fifth avenue, is not a constant offender, 
though at times people who live in the 
flats, about two yards removed from 
its base, wish it were elsewhere. 
The engineer at Revell’s said he did all in his 
power to prevent the nuisance. I fire at 
stated intervals and keep the fresh fuel well to 
the front,” said he, and in the main I am 
successful in suppressing the smoke.“

Mr. Fiske’s Opinion, 

I want to start out by saying,” said Mr. 
Fiske, “‘ that there is no such thing as smoke 
consumption save by the suffering citizen who 
is forced to inhale it. The smoke mustn’t be 
made. In many of our business blocks the 
engineer is a jack-of-all-trades, who is called 
away from his legitimate work every hour of 
the day to screw a nut on a machine or put 
a plug in a gaspipe. He gets back 
to his engine and finds steam 
is down.’ Then follows a charging 
of the furnace with coal and the air with smoke 
as a consequence, You see the fire-box, with 
a reduction of steam pressure, cools down 
proportionately, and the result is that a com- 
bustion of the gases cannot be produced as 
they are distilled from the fresh fuel. Firing 
at regular intervals is the only remedy. The 

at trouble in most cases is that the demand 
or steam is i lar. A sudden call for 
pepe brings with it the necessity of a fresh 
ot of coal. In it os, and out goes the smoke. 

“I will take any boiler furnace in town 
with a flreman who will do as I say and pre- 
vent 75 per cent of the smoke ,using soft coal. 
Sappose the grate is six feet long. In that 
case the firing should take place every three 
or five minutes according to the requirements 
for steam, and about every third firing the 
incandescent fuel should be pushed to the 
back end of the grate, the fresh fuel being put 
on in front..Then the gases which are . 
tilled from the fresh supply will pass over the 
incandescent mass and complete combustion 
is effected. 

There is only one way to stop the smoking 
ot tugs and locomotives and that is to use 
hard coal. It can't be prevented otherwise, 
for <q gs oon d — steam pressure in their 
cases is f . y use forced 
draughts, and the result is to quicken combus- 
tion.

THE GRAND TRUNK WILL NOT ADOPT 
THE NEW BILL OF LADING. 


Other Roads and Two Steamship Lines Said 
te Be Opposed to the Measure—A Possi- 
bility That This Hostility Will Defeat 
the Scheme to Crowd Out Western Ship- 
pers—The Duties of the Board of Arbi- 
tration Defined by the Railway Man- 
agers. 

The present indications are that the efforts 
of the Vanderbilt and Pennsylvania interests 
to force the new uniform bill of lading on 
Western shippers will not succeed. Attempts 
have been made during the last few days to 
create the impression that the railroads are a 
unit for the adoption of the bili and that 
Western shippers have become reconciled to 
it because the railroads made a concession by 
the adoption of condition 9, which provides: 

Ifthe word “order” is written on the bill im- 
mediately before or after the name of the party 
to whose order the property is consigned, without 
any condition or imitation other than the name 
of a party to be notified of the arrival of the pro 
erty, the surrender of this bill of lading properly 
in uired before the delivery of 
the property at destination. 

But it appears that the shippers are not satis- 
fied with this condition. They do not think it 
affords them the desired relief, and say it was 
adopted simply to divert attention from the 
real issue. The whole thing, the shippers 
claim, is an attempt on the part of the power- 
ful trunk lines to ¢rowd out those Western 
shippers who bave only limited means by os 
venting them from obtaining loans on their 
Oy RD thereby throwing the business 
into the hands of Eastern capitalists. 

Had the Western shippers stood alone in 
their 1 to the new bill no attempts 
would have been made by the carriers to pro- 
pitiate them. The representatives of the roads 
would not have thought it necessary to issue a 
circular “to correct misapprehensions that 
exist with respect to the new uniform bill of 
lading.”’ But it transpires that dissensions 
exist among the railroads themselves. Every 
effort was made to keep from the public all 
knowledge of this trouble, which may poner 
such complications among the roads if any at- 
tempt is made to enforce the new bill of lad- 
ing as to make it a dead letter. 

t appears that the Chicago and Grand 
Trunk and the Grand Trunk railways notified 
Chairman Blanchard as early as July 17 that 
they could not become parties to the new bill 
of lading and would not adopt it, as they con- 
sidered it unjust to Western shippers of limit- 
ed means, on whom the Grand Trunk had to 
depend in a large measure for its business. 
The new bill, they claimed, was calculated to 
force all the export business via the Pennsyl- 
vania and Vanderbilt lines. Chairman 
Blanchard and the Eastern magnates paid no 
attention to the notification of the Grand 
Trunk, the impression being allowed to exist 
that this company was acting in concert with 
the other trunk lines and Central Traffic As- 
sociation roads. 

July 26 Chairman Rlanchard addressed a 
communieation to Traffic Manager Reeve of 
the Chicago and Grand Trunk, asking him if 
his company would adopt the new bill. Mr. 
Reeve replied that the Grand Trunk’s position 
had been set forth in the communication of 
July 17; that under no conditions would the 
road adopt the bill, but would use the one al- 
ready in effect. 

It is claimed that the Grand- Trunk does not 
stand alone im its opposition to the new bill, 
but that two other railroads and two steam- 
ship lines take the same position. The rail- 
roads could have ignored the complaints of 
the Western shippers, but they cannot over- 
look the protest of the Grand Trunk and other 
transportation lines. To make the scheme a 
success the codperation of every transporta- 
tion line was uired. A break in their ranks 
is bound to spoil the game, because the West- 
ern shippers, who are determined to prevent 
the new bill from being put in effect, would 
— all their freight over the Grand Trunk 
and other lines that continued to use the old 
bill of lading. In consequence the other lines, 
if they mean to get their fair proportion of the 
traffic, will be compelled to carry freight on 
the same conditions as the Grand Trunk and 
its confederates.

THE NEW BOARD OF ARBITRATION, 


Its Duties and Powers Defined by Western 
Railroad Managers. 

Representatives of the Western roads had a 
conference yesterday with the new Board of 
Arbitration, which consists of the chairmen of 
the five Western Associations—Messrs. Walk- 
er, Faithorn, Midgley, Goddard, and Finley. 
The purpose of the meeting was to explain the 
duties of the Board which was elected at the 
managers’ meeting last week for the purpose 
of arranging divisions of traffic between the 
various roads. When a road gets 
more than what is considered a 
fair proportion of competitive traffic, the 
Board is to decide whether that road ought 
not divert freight to the lines which have been 
unable to get much of the business, or provide 
any other method it may deem necessary for 
bringing about an equitable distribution of 
tonnage. By this action the necessity of fix- 
ing percentages is obviated. The railroad 
people think that so long as percentages are 
not fixed the charge that they are pooling their 
traffic cannot hold against them, 

There was some discussion yesterday as to 
whether a majority vote of the Board should 
rule, or whether a unanimous vote should be 
required. The opmion prevailed that a unan- 
imous vote of the Board would be necessary. 
It was decided also that any road, party to the 
agreement, must abide by such decision and 
cannot give notice of withdrawal until after 
ninety days. 

Consideration was given to timber and 
salt rates. ‘The managers were unable to 
agree last week on the proposition to advance 
the rates on these articles, and were instructed 
to recommend rates to the general meeting to 
be held here today. As regards lumber rates 
the obstacle in the way of an agreement is the 
competition of yellow pine from the South 
against white pine from Michigan and Wis- 
consin. It was the opinion that the rate from 
r to the Missouri River should be ad- 
van to 15 cents 1 100 pounds, and propor- 
tionately to the Mississippi River and other 
Western points. But in order to do this it 
will be necessary for the Fort Scott and Mem- 
the Missouri Pacific, which control 
the Southern lumber trade, to advance 
rates on yellow pine proportionally. A 
conclusion could not be reached, and 
another conference will be held this morning. 
The question of advancing salt rates — 
upon the „ ge the Atchinson, Topeka and 
Santa Fé will take. This company has re- 
fused thus far to advance the rates from 
Hutchinson, Kan. If it sticks to this position, 
salt rates from Chicago cannot be advanced. 

The most important question which the 
meeting today will have to consider relates to 
the proposition of the Alton to reduce the 
rates on wheat from Kansas City to Chicago 
to 20 cents, and on corn to 15 cents. Most of 
the roads are opposed to the proposed re- 
duction, but as the Alton seems determined to 
put the cut in effect, whether or not the other 
roads agree to it, all the lines will be com- 
pelled to make these figures. It is possible 
that a compromise will be effected by making 
the rate on wheat 20 cents and on corn 17 
cents, as recommended by the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission.

FREE SUGAR IS NOT CHEAP SUGAR, 
McKinley’s Bill No Substantial Benefit to 
Consumers. 

Washington dispatch to the New York Her- 
ald: Mr. Blaine’s adherents have thrown to 
the breeze a banner inscribed “ Free Sugar is 
Not Cheap Sugar.“ They seorn the sugges- 
tion that his attack upon the sugar schedule 
of the McKinley bill is only to be justified by 
his producing proof that Spain is now willing 
to renew the liberal reciprocity treaty of six 
years ago. They contend that, quite inde- 
pendent of that branch of the case, his attack 
upon so-called free sugar is Warranted by the 
inherent rottenness and decéption of the sugar 


Secretary’s followers, mean free sugar only to 
the banded monopolists engaged in the refin- 
ery of sugar, and not cheap sugar to the 
American people, who are the consumers of 
the article. Exponents of his idea 
say that they are illi to go 
before the people with the reciprocity feature 
of his lately pronounced policy entirely set 
aside for the time-being and ask their judg- 
ment upon the following single proposition: 
Shall the Treasury of the United States give 
up more than fifty millions of annual revenue 
only to have it go into the pockets of a hand- 
ful of great capitalists? : 

Mr. Blaine, it is sai, preferred for obvious 
reasons to attack the sugar clauses of the Mo- 
Kinley bill for disregarding the policy of 
reciprocity that he had solemnly urged upon 
the managers of the bill. But now that they 
have elected for a confli¢t with him, and are 
seeking by ways both open and covert to dis- 
credit him with the Republican party and the 
country at large, he willno longer feel under 
bonds of partisanship to keep silent about his 
fundamental objection to the McKinley bill. 
It is not, say friends of Mr. Blaine, a bill for 
protection to American industry, but a bill 
for monopolizing the wealth of the United 
States in the hands of a select few who are ex- 
pected to return the favor in kind. Mr. 
Blaine has not abandoned protection. It 
means to him what it always did—the great- 
est good of the greatest number in this 
United States. But Messrs. Reed, McKinley 
& Co. have adopted a new trade mark for it 
and now offer it for the use of the least num- 
ber to which its benefits ,ean be restricted.
